They especially had won the hearts of a seg­ 
ment of tiie pope.'ation whirh rarely finds any­ 
thing appealing in public figures 
Americans in education, the professions and 
the arts had identified themselves with the in­ 
terests of the First Family, something that nev­ 
er had happened on such a scale before. 
Among them were a great many of the most

Convincing Report 


The traffic count conducted by service club 
mem bers in the West Branch School District 
leaves little room to question the advisability 
of having a traffic light erected at the dan­ 
gerous Westville junction of Routes *2 amf 
173 
As reported in yesterday’*s News, a 15-hour 
survey Nov. 11 showed 8,349 motor vehicles 
passing through or turning at the intersection 
which is south of West Branch School. The 
count was made by interested volunteers from 
Ruritan and Lions clubs and the American 
Legion and Auxiliary. 
This detailed report, coupled with one m ade 
earlier by the State Highway Department Di* 
vision 4 office at Ravenna, ought to convince 
state safety experts that Westville Comers, 
where some 3.000 school children cross daily 
in school buses, would be made safer by some 
type of traffic light.

Goldwater had been built up methodically on a 
foundation of dissatisfaction with the Kennedy 
administration. 


One of the first political reactions after the 
tragedy in Dallas was a surmise that the Gold­ 
water candidacy had been scuttled by an un­ 
foreseen event — and the surmise proved to 
have been justified by events. 


ANOTHER surmise was that Lyndon B, John­ 
son in the presidency would have more suc­ 
cess with Congress than Preident Kennedy had 
been having; it, too, was justified 
Whether it was reaction from the shock of 
the assassination, a change of personalities, 
a delayed effect of policies already started, or 
a little of all three with Mr. Johnson’s know 
how added, the transition from John F. Ken­ 
nedy to Lyndon B. Johnson marked a fresh 
start. 
The shock treatm ent implicit in the grim ­ 
mest political tragedy that ever bloodied the 
pages of U.S. history jarred the nation off the 
dead center it had been on when the. 35th pres­ 
ident came into the sights of his assassin's 
rifle. 
Nov, 22 is a day never to forget. But there 
had been three years and 10 months of the 
Kennedy administration before the fateful day.

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Viet Nam Peace Tangle

"I have presented certain ideas on my own 
to some of the principal parties directly in­ 
volved in the question of Viet Nam I have 
even presented concrete ideas and propos­ 
als . .

"Q. Did U Thant in late summer and-or fall 
of 1964 on one or more occasions advise the 
U.S. government that the North Vietnamese 
government was prepared for talks of some 
kind0 
"A. Yes.” 
-R O B E R T J. McCLOSKEY. State Depart­ 
ment Spokesman, Nov. 15, 1965. 
If those three quotations seem contradictory, 
it is because they are. 
Taken together, they amount to a superb 
illustration of the art of technical denial, which 
is widely practiced in Washington under Presi­ 
dent Johnson, as it was by his recent predeces­ 
sors. Behind the words of the UN secretary 
general, the then White House press secretary 
and the official State Department spokesman 
lies a fascinating story. 
It began a year ago, probably sometime in 
September 1964, when the UN secretary gen­ 
eral took Ambassador Adlai Stevenson aside 
and told him he had obtained the agreem ent 
of the Hanoi government to meet with a repre­ 
sentative of the United States government on 
neutral territory. Thant said this could take 
place in Rangoon, in his native Burma 
Precisely what Stevenson renli.d, or what 
Washington said is not a m atter of public rec­ 
ord. but it is now clear that the offer for quiet 
peace talks was rejected by the Johnson ad­ 
ministration. 


AS McCLOSKEY put it on Nov. 15. "all our 
indications were that there was no serious in­ 
tent on the other side. We saw nothing to indi­ 
cate that Hanoi was prepared for peace talks, 
and the secretary of state said he would recog­ 
nize it when it came along. His antenna is sen­ 
sitive." 
Although >ome people in Washington are ask­ 
ing whether Dean Rusk’s antenna could be com­ 
pared to the “ special glands" attributed to 
President Johnson by his aid, Ja^k Valenti, it 
is probably no drawback, and very likely in 
the national interest, to have a secretary of 
state with a sensitive antenna, which Webster’s 
defines as "a movable segmented organ of 
sensation on the head of insects, myriapods 
and crustaceans.” 
There is evidence Thant waited some four 
weeks after his initial chai with Ambassador 
Stevenson, hoping for a favorable reply, which 
never came. 
In the meantime, President Johnson was in 
the midst of the presidential election campaign 
against Sen. Barry Goldwater. the Republican 
nominee, an advocate of total victory in Viet 
Nam. 
Three days before election, on Oct. 31. Viet 
Cong attacked the U.S. air base at Bien Hoa, 
South Viet Nam. killing four Americans and 
wounding 72. The attack caught President John­ 
son at the Waldorf-Astoria in New York, ready 
to wind up his campaign with a monster rally 
at Madison Square Garden. 


THAT DISASTER led to speculation in Wash­ 
ington that the U S. would retaliate with raids 
against North Viet Nam. There is further evi­ 
dence that the Oct. 31 attack was in fact the 
evem that led to the President"s decision to 
bomb the North, even though that policy was 
not put into effect until February of this year, 
after the attack on Pleiku. The American deci­ 
sion to retaliate was conveyed to the British 
in November, 1964, and came as no surprise to 
London when it occurred. 
Meanwhile Thant was awaiting a reply from 
Mr 
Sievenson. 
In subsequent discussion on 
other UN m atters, the secretary general, it is 
believed, asked the U.S. ambassador what was 
happening to his Rangoon proposal. Stevenson 
is believed to have replied he was pressing 


Washington for an answer, but was still wait­ 
ing. Finally, around November. 1964, Thant got 
his answer from Stevenson: No. 
On Feb. 24 of this year, soon after the U.S. 
had begun bombing North Vietname>e strate­ 
gic and military targets Thant held his press 
conference in New York in which he said he 
had presented "concrete ideas and proposals” 
to the parties involved in Viet Nam. It seems 
reasonably clear, in perspective, that he was 
referring, among other m atters, to his talk 
with Mr. Stevenson, and the proposal for the 
Rangoon conversations. 


ON THE SAME DAY that Mr Thant made 
his press conference statem ents. Reedy ^ id at 
the White House; "I know of no spedfic pro­ 
posal for a negotiation that has been m ade.” 
He said also: “ I'm not going into any diplo­ 
matic chitchat that may be going forth, or way. 
out feelers, but authorized or meaningful negoti­ 
ations — no." 
The New York Herald Tribune on Feb 
25 
reported that Thant and Stevenson nad dis­ 
cussed a possible peace conversation in Ran­ 
goon. But the White House repeated its firm 
denial. Said Reedy: "The President has re­ 
ceived no proposal from U Thant." 
Reedy 
added 
"Whoever Mr. Thant 
may 
have contacted would be outside the White 
House.” 
"Wouldn’t these people . . . have some ob­ 
ligation to report to the President?” he was 
asked 
"1 stand on my statem ent . . . the President 
has 
not 
received 
any 
proposals 
from 
U Thant,” Reedy replied. 
That is where m atters stood until Aug 
8 
when Darius S. Jhabvala, Herald Tribune News 
Services's UN correspondent, reported in great 
detail the U.S. rejection of the peace talk offer 
the previous fall. Although the story did not 
name Thant, it said the proposal came from 
a "non-Commumst Asian diplomat." 
Jhabvala said the administration had tim ed 
it down because it came during an election 
campaign, and because Sen. Goldwater might 
have capitaized on any lead about peace talks 
to attack the Democrats for displaying weak­ 
ness. The story also reported tha' the U S. 
believed negotiations with Hanoi might cause 
the shaky government in Saigon to collapse. 


THE JOHNSON administration declined to 
comment publicly on the Herald Tribune story, 
but sought in background comment to minim ze 
the importance of the peace contact, and to 
deny that the election had anything to do with 
the U.S. position. 
That is where m atters stood until last Mon­ 
day when CBS newsman Eric Sevareid, writ­ 
ing in Look magazine, told the story m new 
detail, based on an interview he had with Stev­ 
enson two days before he collapsed on a Lon­ 
don street and died. It was Sevareid’s article 
that finally forced the State Department to con­ 
firm what had been denied so strongly for so 
long 
It is just possible that all of this gives great­ 
er full meaning to the words Sevaried quotes 
Stevenson as saying that night near the end: 
"Ah well, for awhile I’d really just like to sit in 
the shade with a glass of wine in my hand 
and watch the people dance.”

Reading the report of Council's meeting, 
which appeared in Wednesday’s edition of the 
Salem News, prompted me to write this note 
in defense of the Health Department. 
To introduce the Board without mentioning 
names, I will say that it is a group of citizens 
dedic?Vd to doing their best to improve health 
conditions in the City of Salem. 1 have never 
known of a better group to work with. As to 
myself. I have only been Health Commissioner 
for about 20 months 
In speaking for the Health Department, we 
were embarrassed by a visit from a prominent 
member 
of a 
county 
group 
who 
inquired 
whe her Sa’em was polluting the county ditch. 
On investigation it was found that untreated 
sewage from two of our Industries went in'o 
said stream . Upon complaining of this condi 
tlon to a city official, we were told it was not 
an emergency, since it had gone on for 5(1 
years. The department feels that 50 years is 
long enough 
About septic tanks—the Health Department 
is aware of pollution from septic tanks and 
has proved this condition by cultures, dyeing 
etc. It also knows that Sa’em soil is no' suiied 
for septic tanks Our sanitarian inspects all n*u 
installations and requires that they meet all 
specifications: but we know that with our soil 
condition, the best ins allation will not prevent 
trouble occurring within a few years. 
Our 
frustration 
with 
this 
problem 
h,^ 
prompted us to ask Council that all building 
permits, where sewage is involved, be passed 
unon by the Health Department. 
In conc'usion. the Health Department is w ry 
thankful that Council is discussing our prob­ 
lems and the problems of all citizens. We must 
admit that conditions are bad, but fervently 
hope tha' we can soon say we are progressing
